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Some Information Relative to the 
Black Diamond R. R. 

The following letter Is in reply to 
questions asked by Mr*. D. 0. Miller, 
of the Secretary of the Knoxville 
Chamber of Commerce which will be 
read by every one interested in the fu- 
ture prosperity of Greenfield. 
"Knoxville, Tenn., January 31, 1898 
—Mr. D. O. Miller, Secretary, Green- 
field, O.— Dear Sir: Your letter of 
the 26th Instant to the Secretary of 
y the Knoxville Chamber of Commerce, 
' was handed me for reply, and in an- 
swer to your very courteous and re- 
•pectful <nqulry, as to the status of tlio 
proposed Black Diamond Road in 
Knoxvllle and Knox County, I would 
•ay, I am glad to have the opportunity 
of giving the information you request. 

In 1981, after a most tearohlng and 
exhaustive Inquiry into the character 
and standing of Co). Albert E. Boonu 
, and his fitness for the work, the Knox- 
vllle Chamber of Commerce, over 
which body I then had the honor to 
preside, extending an invitation to 
Col. Boone to come to Knoxvillo and 
look over the field with the view of 
constructing a railroad from the great 
coal fields iu Kentucky and Northern 
Tennease to Tide-Water. At that 
time other Important engagements 
rendered it impossible for Col. Boone 
: ' to accept our invitation. 

In 1894 the Chamber of Commerce 
again oent the Colonel a most urgent 
Invitation to visit our city. This time 
he came and alter a careful study of 
the situation decided that he would 
undertake the work, provided Knox- 
Tille and Knox County would extend 
the assistance he desired. A call was 
issued, and an election held, and only 
81 votes out of nearly 8000 were cast 
against the promoting fund asked, 
140,000. Private subscriptions swelled 
this amount to nearly $50,000, and 
with this fund Col. Boone made a 
survey and secured a complete fran- 
chise entirely across the state of Ten- 
nessee, from Jellico to the North < 
olina line, and also a belt lino around 
Knoxville, and besides this expended 
several thousand dollars in having an 
accurate map made of the whole 
route, and contiguous territory, 
use all along the proposed line. Our 
people are virtually a unit for the 
road as was attested by the vote on 
the promoting fund, mentioned above, 

As to Knox County voting $1,000,- 

000 to guarantee interest on the bonds 

1 enclose resolutions that were passed 
without a dissenting voice by two 
of the Urgent and most representative 
ma«a meetings ever convened in Knox- 

\ villi;. When the proper time arrives 
Knox County will vote any ami 
that may be necessary to guarantee 
interest on the bonds. The county 
could do this without incurring any 
risk whatever, as the road could easily 
pay the fixed charges from the outlet, 
w and the question of guaranteeing the 
™ interett on the bonds would be a 
merely uominal matter. The mosi 
able experts in this country and Eu- 
rope have been all along the proposed 
route, again and again from one end 
of the line to the other, and their tea-

tlmony h invariably the same. They 
all admit that the road could pay im- 
mensely from the itart, and that al- 
most every mile of the line would 
furnish ita own tonnage. Here in 
East Tennessee we have congregated 
varied and enormous mineral wealth, 
coal, iron, marble, zinc, slate, copper, 
kaolin, and various other minerals In 
inexhaustable qualities, and the coun- 
lorth and sonth of ut is equally 
rich in mineral wealth ; so that the 
road will pay handsomely from the 
beginning, and asafore-sald the ques- 
tion of Knoxville'a guaranteeing in- 
it on the bonds is a merely nomi- 
nal matter, and but the expression of 
the absolute confidence of our people 
in our boundless resources, and the 
belief that the road will pay hand- 
somely from the ontset ; but were 
this not the case Knox County would 
be justifiable in voting $1,000,000 to 
guarantee the interest on the bonds. 
On coal alone we would save $84,000 
present rate of freights, and on 
the various other articles, and mer- 
chandise the amount taxed in reduc- 
tion of freight* would soon aggregate 
$1,000,000 annually. Futhermore this 
great Trunk Line would enhance the 
value of real esiate and other property 
enormously, and our increased tax 
duplicate, and taxes on the road iUelf 
would amply justify Knot County in 
voting the amount suggested, even 
though the road should not be able to 
pay the fixed charges for a few years, 
which contingency as showed above 
is very improbable. 

Col. Boone's plan of raising the pro- 
moting fund by placing stock at $5 
per share, causes a large number of 
people to become intereeted in the en- 
terprise, and arouses a publii 
ment that is irresistable, and sweeps 
all before It, and this aroused public 
sentiment all along the line is a potent 
factor in pushing the groat undertak- 
ing to success. This is why Col. 
Boone places the promoting stock in 
small blocks, and among a large num- 
ber of people, rather than in larger 
amounts among a few. Dover, Rip- 
ley, West Union, Cynthiana, Ghent, 
Vcvay, and other points north along 
the line, have carefully investigated 
Col. Boone, and the resources of the 
country through which the road will 
pass, and tbey have all raised the pro- 
moting fund asked for. Several lead- 
ing citizens from those points have 
visited Knoxville and points along 
the line further south, and returned 
entusiastic supporters of the enterprise 
Sonth Carolina is ablaze with enthu- 
siasm. Anderson voted a subsidy of 
$50,000 with but one dissealv 
and is now at work raising a promot- 
ing fund of $500 per mile, and Poit 
Royal is greatly enthused and will do 
her part, and intervening points are 
rapidly lining up, and all along the 
line from the Ohio River and beyond, 
to the sea a mightv irresistable pub- 
lic sentiment has been aroused, not 
only immediately along the proposed 
route, but for many miles on eithei 
side, that is pushing the great enter 
prise to early and certain success. 

You can rest assured that the road 
will he built, and that if the condi- 
tions proposed by Col. Boone art 
complied with, Greenfield will get the 
road, and Col. Boone will carry out 
in good faith, all pledges ho may 
make your people. Under other 
covers will send you some printed 
matter, and a geological map of Ten- 
nessee descriptive of the resources of 
the country through which the road 
will pass. 

I hope this information will be full 
enough to anawer your purpose, but 
if you desire further details, please 
advise me and I will be glad to fur- 
nish same.

Reunion in Libby Prison. 

For the last time in the grim walla 
of heroic old Libby prison, men who 
had endured ImprUoument in that 
Confederate stronghold met in annual 
reunion on Wednesday in Chioago 
celebrate a historic event. It was t 
night of February 9, 1864, that one 
hundred and nine officers of the Union* 
Army tuuneled their way out of the 
prison and back lo liberty. This was 
the thirty-fifth anniversary of that iu 
cident 
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More Cnban Sentiment. 

la-i Tuesday Senator Cannon 
offered the following resolution foi 
the recognition of Cuban indepen- 
dence: 

"Whereas, the people of the Repub- 
lic of Cuba are, and of t ight ought to 
be, free and Independent ; and 

Whereas, the continuance of the 
barbarous warfare of Spain in her 
tempt to subjugate the patriots of that 
republic Is in violation of the law of 
humanity, is a menace to the freedom 
and progress of the people of the 
Western Hemisphere, and is full jus- 
• - , for demand by the Govern- 
ment of the United States that Spain 
shall withdraw her land and naval 
forces from Cuba aud Cuban waters 
and shall leave that republic and her 
people to their enjoyment of life, lib- 
and the pursuit of happiness: 
therefore, be it 

"Resolved by the Senate, That the 
President of the United States 
urged to notify the kingdom of Spain 
that if Spain shall fail to recognize the 
independence of the Republic of Cuba 
on or before the 4th day of March 
1898, the Government of the United 
States will on that date recognize 
belligerency of the Cuban pat 
and will within ninety days therei 
assert the independence of the Repub- 
lic of Cuba." 

On the same day Senator Allen, of 
Nebraska, offered as an amendment 
to the Diplomatic and Consular Ap- 
propriation Bill the Morgan resolution 
for the recognition of the belligerency 
of Cuba. He said he hoped it would 
be speedily acted upon by the C< 
mittee on Foreign Relations, so that 
it would not be defeated in the Sen 
ate by a point of order. Mr. Male 
said it would still be subject to such a 
point, and Mr. Allen gave notice that 
he would appeal from any decision 
adverse to the amondment aud t -i 
the sense of the Senate on the subject 
Allen said in presenting hii 
Cuban amendment to the Diplomat!) 
nd Consular Appropriation Bill, that 
ince the opening of hostilities it 
Cuba, more than 300,000 paciflcos had 
died of starvation, or of disease di- 
rectly tracable to insufficient food or 
lack of proper sanitary conditions. 
Ho said that he had been informed 
that it was the custom of the Spanish 
Government to herd hundreds of tam- 
slies together in inadequate quai 
starving them until they have been 
more or less decimated by disease 
pressed the hope that the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations would 
act promptly upon the amendment, so 
that the Senate could have an oppor- 
tunity to vote upon it

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Farmers Care For the Lambs. 

After all the care or housing and 
bedding the sheep iu our barns and 
temporary sheds we frequently find 
the following morning a half fro- 
i or chilled lamb that cannot stand 
, When I first commenced raising 
sheep I usuallv killed these by pour- 
ing warm milk down them and strang- 
ling them before they had life enough 
in them to swallow. The proper way 
is to place them before the fire, just as 
near as you would get if you were 
that cold, and thoroughly thaw them 
out. Then when they are warm and 
dry feed them a little warm milk, 
fresher and better, but don't feed 
earn that is too rich. 
Lit me give you the plan of my 
eder: It is a common quart cup 
with a spout running up from the bot- 
tom like a coffee pot aud a little knob 
In the end of it to tie a nipple on. 
You will fliul this can very conven- 
ient to feed lambs that do not get 
enough nourishment from the ewes, 
or lambs that you have to raise by

No one man can do it, hence the 
necessity of an organization. We 
would recommend the organization 
of a Commercial Club, with a place 
of meeting, to be composed of oui 
business men. We certainly could 
accomplish much in this way 
which would be to the interest of 
our people, and the cost would be 
only a little each week. 

THE De LOME INCIDENT. 
On fifth page, first column, will 
be found the now famous letter 
written by Senor Dupuy de Lome, 
Spanish Minister to the United 
States. 

This letter was stolen from the 
postoffice in Havana, Cuba, and 
forwarded to the Cuban Junta at 
New York. The letter was given 
to the publie on Tuesday night, 
and resulted in the resignation of 
the Spanish Minister. Had he 
not speedily resigned he would 
have been sent from our country. 
The resignation was at once ac- 
cepted by his Government. 

Enrique Dupuy de Lome, Min- 
ister from Spain, in a letter which 
was made public, gave President 
McKinley a slap and, seeing an- 
gry clouds behind the horizon, got 
into safe hiding right quick. What 
he said about our President caused 
him to wince. "The President is 
weak." If this is true a foreigner 
must not say so, even in a private 
letter. "Besides is a low politi- 
cian." Outrageous language this. 
We neither uphold the Spanish 
Minister, nor do we criticise the 
President; but if we don't want 
the head of our Government criti 
cised, we should elect only sincere 
men, men who live above sus- 
picion. Seriously, we don't want, 
and won't have, any of his jaw. 
He did for himself what we would 
have made him do — get a move on. 

On Friday afternoon Wm. Kirk 
by, of Toledo, O., President of 
the Hlack Diamond Railroad, 
came to this city accompanied by 
Mr. Northcutt, of Cynthiana, 
V Treasurer of the Kentucky dvision 
of the Black Diamond system. We 
regrr ■ that so few of our citizens 
availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to meet Mr. Kirkby and 
talk with him in regard to the con- 
struction of this road, and the 
building of it through our city. 
We know that many of our citi- 
zens have no interest in this mat- 
ter, talk suspiciously about the 
project and say that the road will 
not be built, and that they are un- 
willing to throw away their money 
by contributing to the promotion 
fund, which, we are assured, is to 
be used in perfecting the franchise. 
This attitude on the part of our 
deople will not prevent the con- 
struction of this important and ex- 
tensive system, but it may prevail 
in causing the line to miss our 
town a few miles; then these same 
ones will be saying, I wish I had 
given the promoters more encour- 
agement and contributed the 
amount asked of us. 

The gentlemen at the back of 
the enterprise are evidently in 
tamest, and thousands of dollars 
«re bing spent in completing sur- 
veys, making estimates, locating 



the line. etc. The preliminary 
• ork is about complete, in States 
•south and north of us, and from 
Cynthiana to Columbus, O, and 
beyond Cynthiana to Ghent. The 
surveying corps expected to reach 
Caslisle on last Saturday, and will 
be directed to proceed by way of 
this city southward, if our citizens 
prove by their works that they are 
anxious for Mt. Sterling to be on 
the line. This corps is being main- 
tained at a cost of about $900 per 
month, and must hasten in com- 
pleting the survey. 

We are assured by Mr. Kirkby 
that just as soon as the route has 
been located and all preliminaries 
arranged, that millions of money 
necessary for the construction 
will be at theia disposal, and that 
work in actual construction will be 
rushed to a speedy completion, 
which will be accomplished within 
two years. What our people 
must be done at once. The pro- 
motors are anxious to know with- 
in ten days. We have shown our 
interest by contributing liberally 
to the fund. We urge our farmers 
and city business men to be up 
and doing. It will be too late for 
regrets when the road passes to 
the east or west of us. 

In the 7^ of H^W. Shute, 
representative of his infant daugh- 
ter, for #5,000 against Dr. R. Q. 
Drake, the jury rendered a ver- 
dict of 3325.00 against defendant.

The proof fur 
showed that carbolic acid did 
not destroy the vision of the child; 
that it was the disease; the proof 
was abundant. The Shute family 
was responsible for the accident, 
f we are to believe the evidence; 
and if there was any damage'due 
the infant, it was from the person 
who permitted the carbolic acid to 
be placed on the mantle. Juries 
try to be just, but in this case we 
have no doubt in the world.as to 
their error.

It is so commonly assumed that 

poetry and science are antagonists 
that an address delivered by the 
poet laureate, Alfred Austin, at the 
opening of a new school of science 
and art, deserves a wide publicity. 
Macaulay, with his well known love 
of antithesis, onoe endeavored to 
show that as civilisation advances 
poetry almost necessarily declines, 
and taking science as one of the 
most important factors in the civi- 
lizing process the inference is that 
a poet with a knowledge of scientific 
facts labors under a disadvantage. 
Now, however, we are able to give 
a poet laureate's opinion that science 
and art are complementary to one 
another and not rivals. Science, 
id Mr. Austin, is exact knowledge 
that and nothing more. But exact 
knowlfnlge is the foundation of all 
n ever achieved 
real greatness in any of them who 
did not hav6 the firmest grasp of 
the permanent facts which underlie 
them. Music, the most intangible 
and fantastic of the arts, cannot 
move one step or excite a single 
emotion without submitting to the 
severe discipline of numbers. Final- 
ly, the matter of a poet's verse is 
not of much account unless it be ani- 
mated by the scientific spirit of 
close and wide observation and of 
loving accuracy. 

It must be obvious to any one who 
has read the "Divina Commedia" 
that the greatest poet of the middle 
ages, than whom there was none 
greater in any age, was thorough- 
ly familiar with all the science or 
ledge of his time, and

This caused such a 
disturbance that nothing more of 
the music could be heard. Poor 
Basilic, a debutant, became so 
alarmed at the uproar that he trod 
on his long oloak and fell flat on the 
stage. When he got up, his nose was 
bleeding so profusely that it was 
some minutes before he was able to 
sing. The noise then grow terrific. 
Finally, just as the public was 
quieting down, a cat suddenly ap- 
peared on the stage, and was only 
driven off again with much trouble 
and loss of timo. Thus was the un- 
fortunate evening brought to a cli- 
max. The curtain fell and the per- 
formance was stopped. 

"Although it was a failure, I was 
none the less calm and satisfied, for 
I had the conviction that I bad 
worked conscientiously, and I recog- 
nized the injustice of an audience 
which, in its blind prejudice, had 
not listened to a single bar of my 
music. It is the custom in Italy for 
every composer to conduct his opera 
for the first three nights, but the

MULBERRY STREET'S BANKS, 

Th« Curlon. Km. I. In* \v»y. of the Italian 

Colony of New Xork. 

If financial centers were judged 
by the number of bankx, a man 
might be pardoned for supposing 
that Mulberry street was bigger 
than Wall stroet. In six blocks in 
Mulberry street there aro 30 batiks. 
That is an average of live bankH to 
the block, and these six blocks are 
in the humblest part of the Btreet 
too. 

There are more banks in Mulber- 
ry street than there are ealoons. In 
these same six blocks where there 
are 80 banks there are only 14 sa- 
loons, or an average of a little more 
than two to a blpck, and it is pretty 
safe to say that in Mulberry street 
the banks get moro of the money of 
the laboring rann than the saloons. 
Mulberry street in probably theonly 
plaoe in the country where the bank- 
ing business and therealoon business 
go hand in hand too. Of the 14 su- 
18 in these six blooks no fewer 
than seven are also banking houses. 
The saloon occupies one half of the 
stores and the bank the other half. 

On the saloon side the window is 
filled up with bottles with gaudy 
labels and with whisky and beer 
signs. On the bank side the wide 
window sill is covered, and in some 
instances is piled high, with bank 
notes and money. The proprietor 
occupies a place inside the bank 
window, and attends to the banking 
business, and the bartender on the 
other side attends to the saloon busi- 
ness. 

All the Italian banks seek to draw 
ouetomerB by an ostentatious show 
of wealth. A pile of money in the 
window is the first requisite of a 
successful banking business in Mul- 
berry street, and in the window of 
every one of the 30 banks in the six 
blocks referred to there is a pile of 
money. The bankers resort to ell 
manner of devices to make piles 
look bigger. Some of them crumple 
the bank notes up so that they oc- 
cupy more room. Others build up a 
mound of papers and then cover it 
with f 5 and $10 bills so that the 
whole pile looks like money. In 
this way a couploof hundrud dollars 
can be made to look like a couple of 
hundred thousand. Another device 
is to cut strips of paper of the size 
of bank notes, daub the edges green, 
and then uso the strips as fillings 
tat Ji n kages of notes. Half a dozen 
real bills are then put on top und 
half a dozen on the bottom of each 
package. The edges of these are 
turned up so that the casual ob 
server Burely thinks the whole pack- 
age is made up of genuine notes. 
Htill another device is to have a box 
in the window full of sawdust or 
something else nnd covered over 
with genuine bills. 

In one of the windows, one day, 
there was a box 2 feet square. It 
was made of yollow pino and was 
bound about with iron. On the side 
exposed to the street were the 
words, "From the United States 
Mint." The cover of the box was 
raised, as if the box had just been 
opened, and the box iteelf appeared 
to be filled with crisp new bank 
notes. There were ones, twos, fives 
and tenB. To make the effeot more 
striking, one bill was sticking to 
the uplifted cover as if it waB bo 
new when it was packed that the* 
ink had etuok it there. This exhibit 
was a popular one. There were a 
lot of people around the window 
staring at it. Not one of them seem- 
ed to know that the United States 
mint was not tho place where bank 
notes are made, hence the words 
"From the United States Mint" im- 
pressed them. 

These Mulberry Btreet bankers 
want no custom except that of the 
Italiana. An American who goes 
into any of the places on any pre- 
text gets scant courtesy. For some 
reusou or other he is looked upon 
with suspicion.— New York Sun.

tatoes are gathered the hogs are al- 
lowed to follow in these fields and 
get the small iKitatoes that are left 
In the district which produces the 
most Smithfield hams there are a 
great many sweet potatoes and pea- 
nuts raised, aud the hogs are allow- 
ed free access to these fields as soon 
as the crops are gathered. The po- 
tatoes, and particularly the peanuts, 
add fat with astonishing rapidity, 
but the fat is very soft. Peanut fat 
in particular has a translucent, oily 
character, which, from its tendenoy 
to drip when the bams are hung up, 
causes a great shrinkage in the 
weight." After the razoi back has 
cleaned up tho fields the next step is 
to pen him up aud give him corn and 
plenty of clean water. With this 
diet he fattens quickly to the desired 
extent. The curing is with Liverpool 
salt and saltpeter, after which the 
hams are washed clean and slowly 
smoked for 40 days with green hick- 
ory or red oak. Many farmers raiso 
the hogs, but few cure them. They 
uro sold to skilled curers, who sup- 
ply the market with about 800,000 
pounds of ham yearly. — Baltimore 
Sun. 

Kalslns; Algrot Herons. 

In 1885 h merchant naturalist of 
Tunis bought a piece of ground in- 
sed by a wall, where a sufficient 
quantity of water could be intro- 
duced. In this field a large space, 
where there were fig trees, was in- 
closed by wire netting. Then he 
procured from nests the young 
aigrets. In 1896, by increase, his 
heronry contained about 400 aigrets. 
The females lay eggs twioe a year, 
in April and June, and the young, 
leaving the nest after 15 days, mate 
the same year. 

These birds he feeds on minced 
horse and mule meat twice a day, 
one animal, costing there 5 or 6 
francs, sufficing for a fortnight The 
nestlings are fed by their mother on 
small fish provided for her. The 
dorsal plumes are gathered twioe a 
year, in May and September, but it 
is not until the bird in 8 years old 
that the plumes attain their full 
beaaity. Each adult bird furnishes 
7 grams of these per year— that is, 
about 1C8 grains, or one-seventieth 
of a pound, yielding a value of 35 
francs per head— $7.— Popular Sci- 
ence News.

of fires, btit whoso photographic in- 
terest in fires is, after all, but soe- 
| ondary. They are primarily inter- 
ested in fires and firemen. Tbey are 
flregoers, and with them, though 
they may be well advanced in the 
art, photography but adds to the in- 
terest they find in fires and serves 
for the preservation of stirring 
scenes of wonderful fire and smoke 
effects and of the working of the fire 
department under all Borts of condi- 
tions. ' 

There are probably not more than 
half a dozen of the fire photogra- 
phers here referred to. Many pho- 
tographers at one time and an- 
other get a picture of a fire, but only 
casually, as opportunity presents. A 
fire is not like scenery, or a bouse, 
or a bridge, that one can go out and 
photograph when one wants to or 
when the conditions are favorable, 
but it springs up unexpectedly at all 
sorts of hours and in various ^places, 
and to got a photograph of 
must have knowledge of tb 
freedom of movement and a camera 
always at hand, besides command of 
facilities for work after getting to 
the fire. These requirements neces- 
sarily limit the fire .photographers 
to a very email number, confined to 
the ranks of flregoers. 

Thero is probably no man whose 
blood is not stirred by the sight of a 
fire engine dashing along the streot 
to a fire. Everybody is fascinated 
by the spectacle of the tire itself ; all 
are interested in the fire department 
and its work and everything pertain- 
ing to it. There are some for whom 
these things have absorbing intorest. 
These are the flregoers, with an in- 
tense interest in the fire department 
and in everything belonging to it 
and a like interest in fires. 

The firegoer may be a business 
man. He is likely to be a man whose 
time is more or less at his own com- 
mand, who can come and go as he 
Of course he has a fire 
badge, so that ho is free within the 
fire lines.

The fire photographer takes, 
perhaps, a picture of the fire line, 
with the policemen holding the peo- 
plo back, and the men and the boys 
composing it— the fire line that ev- 



rolling up from 

broadening out into a great, rolling 
plume above. 

After tbe firo he may take pictures 
of the wrecked buildings or of a 
striking interior. He takes next day, 
it may be, tho burned building as it 
looks covered with playbills. It is 
not always possible to get a satisfac- 
tory picture of the fire. It is com- 
paratively easy to got good piotures 
of the incidental happenings. Alto- 
gether such pictures make a 
of great interest. The photographer 
gives copies to his friends, and some- 
times he has them mounted as lan- 
tern slides. Thus enlarged and 
thrown upon a screen, they make 
pictures of a most striking and in- 
teresting character.— New York
